.+ Dopartront not less than three (3) days before such informatlion is required. Tho Texans Public
Servico Company 1o further put upon notice that they will bo required to bear the oxpenoe of
repaire or replacoment of any underground utility damaged during the constructlon of 1inoo named in
this resclution,
' AlID THAT whenever puvemont is cut in the vieinlty of a fire plug, water must bo used at intere
vals during the courpe of backfilling of tho ditches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavatlon in tho streeto and the
restoration and maintenanco of sald streets after sald meins have been laid, shall be undor the
pupervision and direction of the City Manager, and undor all the portinent texms and conditlons
of the certain franchise granted to sald Oompany by the City of Austine
